AFTER 


Order Heavy Slash 
in Expenses. 


A 5 cent car fare on the surface 
lines was ordered last night by the 
Iiinois commerce commission. The 
present 8 cent fare, which became ef- 
fective July 1, 1920, will be discarded 
at one minute after 12 o’clock tonight. 

The restorftion of the 5 cent fare 
is in line with repeated demands by 
THE TRIBUNE beginning more than ten 
months ago, just after the Installation 
of the Small administration. This ten 
months’ delay in cutting the 3 cents 
off car fares has cost the street car 
users of the city $18,000,000 in round 
figures, if the city hall lawyer, Chester 
Cleveland, is correct in his estimate 
that the 8 cent fare costs car patrons F 
$60,000'a day over the 5 cent rate. 

During these ten months (of $60,000 
loss a day) the corporatior! counsel; Mr. 
Ettelson, has been pressing his case 
in the highest courts, seeking to have 
the state commission’s powers ren- 
dered nugatory. This legal fight was 
lost on Monday in Washington. 

Still 10 Cents. 

The patrons. of the elevated roads 
will continue to pay a 10 cent fare. 
The city hall has not moved toward 
a reduction in those fares, but the com- 
merce commission of its own motion 
has started an inquiry. 

In its order given out last night the 
commission refrains from mentioning . 
a reduction in wages of street car em- 
ployés from the present 80 cents an 
hour scale as one of the economies by 
which the surface line companies may 
make ends meet. But it is understood 
that the companies are considering a 
wage reduction. 

“If the companies cut the men’s — 
wages without an arbitration the men 
will strike without notice,” said Presi- 
dent Quinlan of the street car men’s 
union. 

However, it is said the companies 
will not act without notice and due 
consultation with the men. 

Service Grossly Inadequate. 

The -state commission in its order 
declares the service rendered by the 
surface lines to “be grossly inade- 
quate, inefficient, and inconvenient, 
and, in many cases, dangerous,” and, 
therefore, in the opinion of the com- 
is not worth more than 6 
cents.

The commission concludes that if the 
companies will “exercise reasonable 
diligence, prudence, efficiency, and 
economy” a 6 cent fare will “enable 
them to meet their legitimate and 
proper operating expenses and earn a 
fair return upon the fair value of their 
property employed in the public serv- 


ice.” 
Order Is Temporary. 

The 5 cent fare is temporary, but 
may continue to July 1, 1922, or may 
be extended beyond that period by or- 
der of the commission because it de- 
sires to do some more investigating be- 
fore a final order is issued. — 

The commission frankly asserj{s that 
it does not pretend to have settled the 
transportation problem by its decision, 
but announces that it desires to aid.. 
While it does not specifically say it 
favors subways, the opinion does say 
that the commissioners believe that 
additional facilities are needed which 
cannot be required of the surface lines 
under their franchise ordinances. 

On this highly important point the 
opinion reads: 

“It has been found in several of the 
opinions rendered in cases before this 
commission that further facilities 
would be needed in the ultimate solu- 
tion of the transportation problem of 
Chicago. 

“The consideration of this matter 
should form the subject of a separate 
and further investigation. In the solu- 
tion of that question the commission 
should be advised from many sources 
not available in the present hearing. 
This opinion, however, will not deal 
with any additional facilities to the city 
of Chicago not within the purview of 
the license ordinances of Feb. 11, 1907, 
of the respondent companies.” 

_ Eeonomies Are Proposed. 

To make a 5 cent fare financially

| FINDINGS OF COMMISSION 


The findings of the commission, 
which are the basis for the order are: 

1. That at no time since the adoption 
of the order of the commission on Sept.

ditions.” 
Income Cut $21,000,000 

The total gross receipts of the com- 
panies last year were $66,327,385, and 
it has been estimated that the receipts 
this year will be about the same, per- 
haps a trifle higher. The expenses on 
the present basis of operation this year 
have been estimated at $46,531,269. 

With these figures as a starting 
point, the meaning of the commission's 
decision may be conveyed in round 
figures. A the fare from 
8 to 5 cents reduces the income about 
$21,000,000, leaving an estimated $35,- 
000,000. 

‘The companies have represented to 
the commission under oath that the to- 
tal wages paid last year totaled $30.,- 
046,519, of which $21,772,438 were paid 
to trainmen. 

The companies said that wages rep- 
resent 51.77 per cent of the fare col- 
lected, or 4.118 cents out of the aver. 
age net fare of 7.955 cents. The half 
fares paid by children reduce the aver- 
age fare below the flat 8 cents. For 
materials, power and other expenses, 
the companies say they spent 1.403 
cents out of each fare and for taxes 
$0.00259, and for damages $0.00285. 
These items total 6.115 cents. No div- 
idends nor payments to the city are 
inctuded in that 6.155 cents. 


Urges Cut in Damages Item. 


As one means of reducing that cost 
the commission suggests that the dam- 
age item be cut ffi half. @ That item to- 
taled $1,844,634 last year, according to 
the commission, se the commission 
thinks that $922,317 will be sufficicnt 
for damages caused by accidents. 

The cutting of the dividend rates 
is more apparent than real. The old 
utilities commission permitted the sur- 
face lines to earn 7% per cent, but. 
the companies represent they were un- 
able to earn that amount even on an 
8 cent fare. They swore that their 
earnings last year were only 6.097 per 
cent and during the first seven months 
of this year were only 6.598 per 
cent. So, if these figures are true, the 
reduction in the rate of return ac- 
tualNy only euts the return from 6.598 
per cent to 6 per cent—a trifle less 
than 6-10 of 1 per cent. 

Trimming the salaries of the of- 
ficials means the elimination of some 
part of $235,960 paid to the officials of 
the companies last year, according to 
their testimony. 


Would Abolish Renewal Fund. 


(| Another suggestion in the commis- 
sion’s order was discontinuance of pay- 
ments to the renewal fund of the com- 
panies. That is a fund created by ordi- 


_ Nance to which the companies are re- 


quired to pay 8 per cent of their gross 
receipts annually. That fund at pre-

The rerouting plan of John A. Beeler 
provides for increasing the car capac- 
ity in the loop during rush hours about 
11 per cent on all lines except those 
using State street and Wabash ave- 
nue. That was a plan to improve serv- 
ice, rather than earn or save money 
for the companies. 

No Estimate on “Looping Back.” 
The opinion of the commission gives 
no estimate of the amount which it be- 
lieves can be saved by looping back 
cars outsidé of the loop. The remain- 
ing suggestion is that the companies 
should be relieved from paving, clean- 
ing, and sprinkling their rights of way. 
Last year’s expense for these items is 
not at hand, but the totai will run 
into several hundred thousand dollars. 
On street cleaning and snow removal 
alone last year the companies claim to 
have spent $645,528. 

These explanations giv@ a rough in- 
terpretation to the suggested econ- 
omies of the commerce commission. 
The commission protests politely, but 
firmly, against the city hall’s blockad- 
ing tactics which the companies claim 
have hindered them in providing serv- 
ice. One of these acts was refusal of 
the city controller to countersign bonds 
of the Chicago Railways company with 
which they desired to purchase more 
cars, ordered by the state utilities com- 
mission, according to the -testimony.

One of those orders 
commends the companies to “ imme- 
diately proceed to reorganize their 
service on the basis of economy, safety, 
efficiency, and convenience to the pub- 
lic, and they are hereby directed to file 
a full report with this commission with- 
in five days after any compliance with 
this order.” Also, the companies must 
file monthly reports of receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

‘The commission “especially retains 
jurisdiction of this case and reserves to 
itself the right, upon complaint, upon 
application, or upon its own motion, 
further to investigate the rates or serv- 
ice rendered.”

“open door,” and whether we shall 
have 40,000 or 90,000 tons of subma- 
rines, and so on, the economic dissolu- 


tion of the world goes on. 


May Add to Unemployment. 
The immediate effect of partial dis- 
armament, indeed, both in Britain and 
Japan, may be even to increase the 
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economic difficulties of these countries 
by throwing considerable masses of 
skilled labor out of work. 

I propose in my next paper to dis 
cuss this of economic and 
cial dissolution which is now going on 
throughout the world, beneath the sur- 
face of our formal international rela- 
tions. 

It is the larger reality of the present 
world situation which the brighter.

TROOPS FIRE ON 


MOB AS BELFAST 
CIVIL WAR RAGES 


Five More Slain; Death 
Toll Reaches 18.

ELFAST, Nov. 23.—Today’s casual- 
ties, up to 6:30 p. m., were five dead and 
thirteen wounded. The death toll for 
three days has reached a total of 
eighteen. 

Sniping and rioting is continuing to- 
night while the military and police, in 
armored cars, are patrolling the streets.

}an old woman had been killed by snip- 


ers. 
Orange Mobs Raid Saloons. 
Patrick Brundon, the Catholic fore- 
man of a longshore gang, was killed 
while starting to work this morning. 

The Orange mobs are resuming their 
policy of looting and burning public 
houses, spirit dealers’ stores, and gro- 
cers, in accordance with their plan for 
the riots of a year ago. Two saloon- 
keepers were killed today. | 

The teamsters refused to move goods 
from the docks today, owing to the 
danger to men and horses. 

The police are seeking to capture the 
snipers, but it is difficult to locate them, 
as all the street lights have been ex- 
tinguished in the riot districts. Street 
car service is still suspended. 

The Ulster cabinet announced to- 
night that after a conference with the 
lord mayor of the city and the police 
authorities immediate steps will be 
taken to deal with the riot situation.

Drastic changes in the form 
of a revolutionary outbreak neither Germany nor 
Europe can afford at this moment. Domestic as 
well as international peace ‘is urgently needed 
to get European society back to terra firma. On 
the other hand, a return of the mailed fist would be 
an alarming challenge to all the world. 

Self-interest, therefore; alone gives rise to an 
anxious concern for the maintenance of the Ger- 
man republic and the support of so reasonable and 
farseeing a statesman as Herr Wirth has proven 
himself to be. Such support probably can be given 
only by America. ‘The German people look upon the 
French as traditional and natural enemies. Toward 
England the sentiments may be different in cause 
but the same in fact. They believe that England 
fought thé war for commercial reasons. America, 
they largely realize, fought as a result of the 
provocations offered by Germany's former military 
master. German propaganda never satisfactorily 
explained our presence among the league of 

enemies. Our.entry broke down the national sup- 
port of the aristocracy _ the morale of the 
army. 

Finally, the German ‘eebubuc was born at the

It was the plain 
implication that if the German people asserted 
themselves to cast off Potsdamism and set up a 
popular form of government, they would be dealt

O rapid has been the fall in the con- 
sumption rate all over America, and 


4 possibly all over northwestern Eu- 
rope, since 1918, that there are those 


who think the great influenza wave of 
that year has had sqmething to do 
with it. . 

Dr. Gerald Webb, this de- 
cline in the United States, quoted Dr. 
Fishberg as saying that there were many 
empty beds in eastern sanitaria. Dr. 
Webb said that in the west the sanitaria 
were not empty, but, on the other hand,

The fall in the consumption fatality 
rate began before the great October in- 
fluenza wave in 1918, 

The rate of 149, prevailing prior to 
1918, fell to 130 in 1918. In 1919 it was 
121.6. In 1920 it was lower still. The 
Chicago health department reports that 
-the rate for the first nine months of 1921 
was 71—much lower than Chicago or any 
other large city has ever had before. 
Should the present rate of decline con- 
'tinue for ten years, the prevalence of the 
disease would be lowered to the point 
when it would he good judgment to make 
a determined drive to end it in this 
country. Such a drive to end yellow 
fever in Ecuador has just proven suc- 
cessful. 


When we were finishing up the great 
1918 epidemic and had taNen time to draw 
a long breath, we began worrying about 
the after effects, Some of us remem- 
bered that an increase of consumption 
was thought to have followed the epi- 
demic of 1890-91, 

The first hopefuMword came from Buf- 
falo. In, the spring of 1919 Fronczak 
said his ‘inspectors reported that con- 
sumption, far from being on the increase 


ing. 

A later report shy ‘Fronczak verified the 
first one. 

There came a series of reports from 
consumption sanitaria that the patients 
with consumption had been in some de- 
gree immune to influenza. 

Next came reports that the racial 
stocks which suffered most from con- 
sumption had suffered least from influ- 
enza. 

Time went on, ‘every section re- 
ported a decline in its consumption rate. 
Three years have passed and the de- 
cline keeps up. 

Of course, many people who contracted 
consumption in 1918 are still living, but 
influenza was supposed to convert a 
quiet tubercular process tnto an active 
one and persons with active tubercu: 
losis do not live over three yiore in any 
large number.

BRITISH TO URGE

Story of the Crime. 


This is the crime a jury in Dedham 
fastened upon Sacco and Vanzetti. 

Three weeks after the murder the 
two Italian laborers were arrested in 
Brockton, nearby. Vanzetti was linked 
with still another crime, and both men 
with the Pear! street tragedy. 

Evidence against the two men was 
lafgely circumstantial. Judge Thayer, 
who presided, told the jury that “ there 
is'a most strenuous contest or dis- 
pute as to the identity of the murder- 
ers. The real issue that you must de- 
termine (the identity) is a very narrow 
one.” 

Both men had alibis, supported by 
reputable witnesses. Sacco had been 
in'the Italian consul’s office in Boston 
upon the day of the crime, a clerk in 
the office testified. Vanzetti, so many 
witnesses swore, had spent that day 
selling fish in Plymouth, some thirty- 
five miles away from South Braintree. 

Both men fled to Mexico to avoid 
the draft, returning after the armistice 
was signed. 


Briefly, the points made by the prose- 
culation were these: 

1. A group of witnesses identified 
Sacco and Vauzetti either as the holdup 
men or “suspicious” men seen loiter- 
ing in South Braintree. 

2. That a police captain, who claimed

Approves Fire Reorganization. 

The council took the initial step in 
reorganizing the fire department as 
recommended by John F. Cullerton, its 
business Manager. 

It unanimously approved an ordi- 
nance adding twenty-three battalion 
chiefs to the department, thus giving 
the eity two more fire districts than it 
had in 1917 before the double platoon 
system reduced the number of bat- 
talion chiefs available and necessitated

Catherwood, in the county 
night, talked freely of the crime.

PIGS AT HOME FOR MEAT. 

Since hogs have dropped to the low- 
est level in almost six years, with the 
bulk of sales running around $6.50 to 
$6.80, the average farmer will find it. 
worth while to keep a liberal supply of 
them for home butchering. There is no 
excuse for the man who raises hogs 
to hurry all his marketable sized pigs 
‘to market and not keep enough for his 
own use. This has been the tendency 
for several years. ‘ 

Not enough farmers are curing their 
own meat, but depend on grocers to 


supply them with hams and bacon at 


least during the summer. 

The present retail price of cured 
meat compared with the price farmers” 
get for live hogs clearly indicates that 
there is an urgent need for more gen-: 
eral slaughtering, dressing, and curing 
of mreat on the farm. 
to cure meat at home and there is 
always a ready market for most all 
hams, shoulders, and bacon when there 
is a surplus. 

The average consumer does not want 

big hams or shoulders, a fact worth 

the farmer’s consideration in selecting 

hogs for butchering. Young — hogs, 

weighing around 200 tg 225 pounds, 

furnish about the right sized hams and- 
shoulders. Pick out those that are 

good sized for their age and are gain- 

ing rapidly. If they are too small the 
meat is watery and lacks firmness, 

while if too old the meat is coarse 

grained. Medium sized hogs are best 

for all purposes, even where they are 

killed for home use. 

Separate the hogs to be killed from 

the herd and withhold feed for about 
twenty-fotir hours before killing, but 
give them ail the fresh water ~_ 


want.
